Excerpt from HCO Policy Letter, 

October 27, 1964: 
HEALING 
Any process labelled “healing”, old 
or new, refers to healing by mental and 
spiritual means and should therefore be 
looked upon as the relief of difficulties 
arising from mental and spiritual causes. 
The proper procedure in being re- 
quested to heal some complained of 
physical disability is as follows: 

(1) Require a physical examination 
from whatever practitioners of 
the physical healing arts may be 
competent and available; 

(2) Clearly establish that the dis- 
ability does not stem from imme- 
diately physical causes; 

(3) If the disability is pronounced to 
be curable within the shill of the 
physical practitioner and is in 
actual fact a disease or illness 
which surrenders to contempor- 
ary physical treatment, to require 
the person to be so treated before 
Scientology processing may be 
undertaken; 

(4) If, however, the physical practi- 
tioner’s recommendation includes 
surgery or treatment of an un- 
proven nature or the illness or 
disease with a known cure, the 
person may be accepted for pro- 
cessing on the reasonable assump- 
tion that no purely physical ill- 
ness is proven to exist, and that 
it is probably mental or spiritual 
in origin.”
